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Khrushchev Is 
Against West 
Meeting Plan 


Says Unification of 
Germany No Question 
For Big 4 fo Decide 


MOSCOW (AP) - Soviet P re ­ 
m ier Nikita Khrushchev, em erg­ 
ing from two days of talks with 
Macmillan, threw cold w ater to­ 
day on the West’s plan for a four- 
power meeting on Germany. 
Khrushchev told a political rally 
in the Kremlin that the Soviet Un­ 
ion, the United States, Britain and 
France cannot discuss G erm an re­ 
unification because this is a ques­ 
tion for the two G erm an states 
them selves.’' 
A four-power meeting at the for­ 
eign minister level, as suggested 
by 
the West, m ight increase in­ 
stead of reduce international te n ­ 
sion, 
Khrushchev declared. 
K hrushchev conceded 
that the 
four powers could discuss preven­ 
tion of m ilitarism in West a n d 
East Germ any. But he then re ­ 
stated the ¡Soviet stand that re­ 
unification should be settled only 
by the G erm ans themselves. 
He also repeated the Soviet pro­ 
posal for a conference of heads 
of government of all those nations 
that waged w ar against Hitler in 
World War II to work out a treaty 
with Germ any. 
The W estern powers 
rejected 
this proposal in heir recent notes 
calling for a four-power meeting 
on G erm any at the foreign min- 
Khrushchev 
warned 
that 
any 
violation of the E ast G erm an bor­ 
ders in the dispute over West Ber­ 
lin would be considered an act of 
aggression 
against 
the 
Warsaw 
P act powers. 
While Khrushchev was speaking 
in the Kremlin, the visiting M ac­ 
millan was sight-seeing. 
Macmillan called off a hunting 
trip scheduled for Wednesday, and 
planned

talk with the Soviet leader at the

E m bassy's 
villa 
outside 
Moscow. 
The sightseeing today was with 
a purpose, a motor trip 90 miles 
northeast of Moscow to look over 
the world's largest atom sm asher 
— the 10-billion-volt synchotron at 
the Atomic R esearch Insitute at 
Dubna. 
Among the chief researchers at 
the institute is Italian-born scien­ 
tist Bruno Pontecorvo, who slipped 
out of England in October 1950 to 
work in the Soviet Union. He and 
M acmillan w ere not expected to 
meet.

(o protect your business from UNION ABUSES. 
rhe recent Supreme Court decision sustaining an Alabama 
court order that a union pay $10.000 in d a m a n s to an em ­ 
ployee offers an example of the importance of strong, clearlv- 
defined state authority. 
Significance of the decision lies in its assertion that ‘’the 
power to impose punitive sanctions is within the exclusive 
Jurisdiction of the state courts.“ To deny this power, it. 
continued, would “grant to unions a substantial immunity 
from the consequences of m ass picketing or coercion.” 
The employee ha< been prevented from entering his em ­ 
ployers plant tor five weeks by “mass picketing and force 
and \ lolence. 
The decision disposed of the union contention 
that the power of state courts to award dam ages had beer, 
pre-empted in this case by federal law administered by the 
National Labor Relations Board. The board could have award 
ed only back pay. 


I ear of punitive damages could become a powerful deter­ 
rent to illegal union acts. Proposed legislation clarifying oth­ 
er state powers to act against labor abuses holds comparable 
promises of benefits.

The Washington Merry-Go-Round

W A S H IN G T O N - If handsome, 
debonair 
Sen. 
W arren 
Magnuson 
of Washington really wants to get 
the 
lowdown 
on 
Adm. 
Lewis 
Strauss, the W a ll Street 
banker 
now up for Senate confirmation as 
Secretary of Commerce, he should 
call 
Congressman Clarence 
Can­ 
non of M issouri as a witness. He 
should also subpoena the heavily 
censored 
report 
which 
Cannon 
once 
prepared 
on 
Strauss 
but 
which was largely killed at 
the 
insistence 
of Republicans. 


In retrospect Cannon w as w ell 
ahead of his time. His criticism of 
Strauss, then head of the Atomic 
Energy Commission, charged that 
the United States was falling be­ 
hind Russia. Since then, sensation­ 
al Russian 
tests 
show 
that 
the 
Congressman 
from Missouri 
was 
right. 


Cannon, 
who 
represents 
M ark 
Tw ain’s district in the "show m e” 
state, had long adopted a "show 
me* attitude toward the ex-Atom- 
ic Chairm an 
who now’ 
seeks 
to 
get a Senate ok as Secretary of 
Commerce. 
And as Chairm an of 
the House Appropriations Com m it­ 
tee he has the power to scrutinize 
much of w hat Strauss did. 


In the Appropriations Committee 
report 
in 
the 
summer 
of 
1957, 
Chairman Cannon accused Strauss 
of falsifying facts, 
bringing poli­ 
tics into Atomic Energy, and rub- 
big 
out 
commissioners 
who 
did 
not agree w ith him. 


Im m ediately a storm 
broke in ­ 
side the committee and Congress­ 
man 
John Taber of N ew 
York, 
ranking Republican, succeeded in 
having 
the 
criticism 
of 
Strauss 
largely censored 
from the secret 
report. 
How ever, 
this column has ob­ 
tained a copy and Senators who 
have to vote on whether Strauss 
is qualified to serve as Secretary 
of Com m erce should read it. 
"T h e approach to the problem 
which is urged by Commissioners 
Straw:'.-., 
L ib b v and Vance con ti- 
tues nothing but defeat.’ was one 
critical 
statement 
stricken 
from 
the reixirt. 


The next sentence was not cen­ 
sored: 
"L o g ica lly the vital ques­ 
tion before Am erica as 
a nation 
is, what are we accom plishing?” 
but the 
answer to this question 
was stricken. It read: 
"The answer is inescapable itiat 
w e are stagnating because of the 
dogmatic 
attitude 
of 
Chairm an 
Strauss 
of 
the 
Atomic 
Energ y 
Commission. 
His 
Eisenhow er’s' 
pledge to the world has beoh ef­ 
fectively thwarted by reason of a 
philosophy on 
the 
part 
of 
M r. 
Strauss.” 
"P rio r to the second advent of 
M r. Strauss into official position 
as a member of the A .E C .," con­ 
tinued the censored report, 
"the 
commission 
remained 
singularly 
aloof from politics. 
" E a r ly 
in 
1953, 
the 
President 
deemed 
it 
advisable 
to 
perm it 
himself to be counseled by M r. 
Strauss as a special adviser 
on 
Atomic Energ y matters. . . . Mr. 
Strauss set out to defeat the whole 
purpose of the Congress 
in 
en­ 
trusting 
this 
responsibility 
of 
sweeping magnitude to a five man 
commission. The result has been 
a development which is contrary 
to the best interests of the United 
States.” 
Wore Two Hats 
The censored report went on to 
tell how Strauss wore "tw o hats” 
one as Chairm an of the A .E.C .; 
the other as adviser to Ike, and 
thus 
became 
a 
one-man 
atomic 
dictator, 
completely 
contrary 
to 
the law passed by Congress put­ 
ting 
Atomic 
Energy 
under 
five 
commissioners. 
" It is not surprising.” continued 
the confidential report, “ that the 
commissioners of the Atom ic E n ­ 


e rg y Commission who were incum ­ 
bent when M r.

A major legislative goal is clarification of state authority 
to protect your business from UNION ABUSES. 
The recent Supreme Court decision sustaining an Alabama 
court order that a union pay $10,000 in damages to an em­ 
ployee offers an example of the importance of strong, clearly- 
defined state authority. 
Significance of the decision lies in its assertion that *'the 
power to impose punitive sanctions is within the exclusive 
jurisdiction of the state courts.” To deny this power, it 
continued, would “grant to unions a substantial immunity 
from the consequences of mass picketing or coercion.** 
The employee has been prevented from entering his em­ 
ployers’ plant for five weeks by “mass picketing and force 
and violence.' The decision disposed of the union contention 
that the power of state courts to award damages had beer, 
pre-empted in this case by federal law administered by the 
National Labor Relations Board. The board could have award 
cd only back pay. 
Fear of punitive damages could become a powerful deter­ 
rent to illegal union acts. Proposed legislation clarifying oth­ 
er state powers to act against labor abuses holds comparable 
promises of benefits.

Sovet agents have launched prop­ 
aganda riots and riotous prop­ 
aganda against the U. S. 
That l a b o r chief is H a try 
Bridges, leader of Pacific coast 
Longshoremen’s and Warehouse­ 
men’s Union. Those two mystery 
men I can now identify as So­ 
viet activists Agostino Novella, a 
leader of the bitterly anti-Amer­ 
ican Italian 
Communist 
Party, 
and Fernado Santi, one of the 
top men in the pro-Soviet Italian 
"Socialist” Party. 
Both ar* members of the Par­ 
liamentary bloc which has fought 
against It a I y ’ a partnership in 
western defense 
alliances. Com­ 
rade Novella is one of the com­ 
manders of the General Council 
of the World Federation of Trade 
Unions 
which 
is 
described 
in 
U.S. intelligence files as a fore* 
engaged in attempting to capture 
democratic western unions. 
Since Harry Bridges has told 
high Soviet officials that he plans 
a series of meetings on our west 
roast to tell of the 
RAsians' 
virtues — and since this nation 
is having difficulty balancing its 
huge budget because we're spend­ 
ing over forty billion dollars to 
defend ourselves against these vir­ 
tu e s, let me put this on record. 
The building to which the mystery 
men rushed Bridges is the head­ 
quarters of the "CGIL", the most 
powerful Communist labor organ­ 
ization outside the Iron Curtain 
and the Bamboo screen. 
Brother Bridges’

ence with the leaders of the pro-

The Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — If handsome, 
debonair Sen. Warren Magnuson 
of Washington really wants to get 
the 
lowdown 
on 
Adm. 
Lewis 
Strauss, the Wail Street banker 
now up for Senate confirmation as 
Secretary of Commerce, he should 
call Congressman Clarence Can­ 
non of Missouri as a witness. He 
should also subpoena the heavily 
censored 
report 
which 
Cannon 
once 
prepared 
on 
Strauss but 
which was largely killed at the 
insistence of Republicans. 
In retrospect Cannon was well 
ahead of his time. His criticism of 
Strauss, then head of the Atomic 
Energy Commission, charged that 
the United States was falling be­ 
hind Russia. Since then, sensation­ 
al Russian tests show that the 
Congressman from Missouri was 
right. 
Cannon, who represents Mark 
Twain’s district in the "show me" 
state, had long adopted a "show 
me’ attitude toward the ex-Atom- 
ic Chairman who now seeks to 
get a Senate ok as Secretary of 
Commerce. And as Chairman of 
the House Appropriations Commit­ 
tee he has the power to scrutinize 
much of what Strauss did. 
In the Appropriations Committee 
report in the summer of 1957, 
Chairman Cannon accused Strauss 
of falsifying facts, bringing poli­ 
tics into Atomic Energy, and rub- 
big out commissioners who did 
not agree with him. 
Immediately a storm broke in­ 
side the committee and Congress­ 
man John Taber of New York, 
ranking Republican, succeeded in 
having the criticism of Strauss 
largely censored from the secret 
report. 
However, this column h8s ob­ 
tained a copy and Senators who 
have to vote on whether Strauss 
is qualified to serve as Secretary 
of Commerce should read it. 
"The approach to the problem 
which is urged by Commissioners 
Strauss, Libby and Vance const!- 
tues nothing but defeat,* was one 
critical statement stricken from 
the rc|M»rt. 


The next sentence was not cen­ 
sored: "Logically the vital ques­ 
tion before America as a nation 
is, what are we accomplishing?" 
but the answer to this question 
was stricken. It read: 
"The answer is inescapable that 
we are stagnating because of the 
dogmatic 
attitude 
of 
Chairman 
Strauss

Commission. His (Eisenhower’s! 
pledge to the world has beeh ef­ 
fectively thwarted by reason of a 
philosophy on the

Strauss.” 
"Prior to the second advent of 
Mr. Strauss into official position 
as a member of the A.E.C.," con­ 
tinued the censored report, "the 
commission 
remained 
singularly 
aloof from politics. 
"Early in 1953, the President 
deemed it advisable to permit

to be counseled by 
Mr. 
Strauss 
as a special adviser 
on 
Atomic Energy matters. . . , Mr. 
Strauss set out to defeat the whole 
purpose of the Congress in 
en­ 
trusting 
this 
responsibility 
<»f 
sweeping magnitude to a five man 
commission. The result has been 
a development which is contrary 
to the best interest* of the United 
States.” 
Wore Two Hale 
The censored report went on to 
tell how Strauss wore "two hats" 
— one as Chairman of the A.E.C.; 
the other as adviser to Ike, and 
thus became a one-man atomic 
dictator, completely contrary to 
the law passed by Congress put­ 
ting Atomic Energy under five 
commissioners. 
"It is not surprising.'' continued 
the confidential report: "that the 
commissioners of the Atomic En­ 
ergy Commission who were incum­ 
bent when Mr. Strauss assumed 
his duties as Chairman were not 
reappointed.’* 
That is 
irt of this suppressed 
report on the man who finally re­ 
tired as Atomic Energy Chairman 
just as his term expired, because 
it was highly doubtful the Senate 
would ever confirm him for a sec­ 
ond term.
